To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
appoint a Building Inspector and fix his compensation, pur- 
suant to N. H. RSA 156 1-5. 


WHEREAS, certain areas of Lyme are subject to periodic 
flooding from the Connecticut River and certain streams, 
causing serious damages to properties within these areas; 
and 


WHEREAS, relief is available in the form of Federally sub- 
sidized flood insurance as authorized by the National Flood 
Insurance Act of 19683; and 


WHEREAS, it is the intent of this Town Meeting to require 
the recognition and evaluation of flood and/or mudslide 
hazards in all official actions relating to land use in the 
flood plain areas having special flood (and/or mudslide) 
hazards; and 


WHEREAS, this body has the legal authority to adopt land use 
and control measures to reduce future flood losses pursuant 
to N. H. RSA Chapter 31, 36, 156. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Town Meeting 
hereby: 


1. Assures the Federal Insurance Administration that it 
intends to enact and maintain in force for those areas hav- 
ing defined flood hazards, adequate land use and control 
measures with effective enforcement provisions consistent 
with the Criteria set forth in Section 1910 of the National 
Flood Insurance Program Regulations; and 


2. Vests the Planning Board and/or the Board of Selectmen 
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ARTICLE 17, 


with the responsibility, authority, and means to: 


(a) Delineate or assist the Administrator, at his re- 
quest, in delineating the limits of the areas having special 
flood hazards on available local maps of sufficient scale 
to identify the location of building sites, 


(b) Provide such information as the Administrator may 
request concerning present uses and occupancy of the flood 
plain. 


(c) Cooperate with Federal, State, and Local agencies 
and private firms which undertake to study, survey, map, 
and identify flood plain or mudslide areas, and cooperate 
with neighboring communities with respect to management of 
adjoining flood plain in order to prevent aggravation of 
existing hazards. 


(d) Submit on the anniversary date of the community's 
initial eligibility an annual report to the Administrator 
on the progress made during the past year within the com- 
munity in the development and implementation of flood plain 
management measures, 


3. Appoints the Building Inspector to maintain for public 
inspection and to furnish upon request a record of eleva- 
tions (in relation to mean sea level) of the lowest floor 
(including basement) of all new or substantially improved 
structures located in the special flood hazard areas, If 
the lowest floor is below grade on one or more sides, the 
elevation of the floor immediately above must also be re- 
corded. 


4. Intends to take such other official action within its 
powers as may be reasonably necessary to carry out the ob-= 
jectives of the program, 


WHEREAS, the Town of Lyme has adopted subdivision regula- 
tions, and is adopting a building code, and will enforce 
said regulations and code, and 


WHEREAS, Sections III and V=30 of the Building Code pro- 
hibits any person, firm, or corporation from erecting, con- 
structing, enlarging, altering, repairing, improving, mov- 
ing or demolishing any building or structure without first 
obtaining a separate building permit for each building or 
structure from the Building Inspector, and 


WHEREAS, the Building Inspector must examine all plans and 
specifications for the proposed construction when applica- 
tion is made to him for a building permit, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ENACTED by the Town Meeting of’ the 
Town of Lyme, as follows: 


1. The Town Meeting recommends that the Planning Board re- 
view its regulations pertaining to the flood hazard area to 
assure that (i) all proposals are consistent with the need 
to minimize flood damage; (ii) all public utilities and 
facilities, such as sewer, gas, electrical, and water 
Systems are located, elevated, and constructed to minimize

or eliminate flood damage; and (iii) adequate drainage is 
provided so as to reduce exposure to flood hazards; and 


2. The Town Meeting recommends that the Planning Board re- 
view its regulations pertaining to the flood hazard areas 

to require new or replacement water supply systems and/or 
sanitary sewage systems and discharges from the systems into 
flood waters, and require on-site waste disposal systems to 
be located so as to avoid impairment of them or contamina- 
tion from them during flooding, pursuant to N, H. RSA 36:21. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will accept the proposed building code 
setting forth procedures for applications for building per- 
mits, specifications for buildings in the flood plain area, 
and the administration thereof, as printed on pages 9- 13 
of this Town Report. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town agrees to participate in the National 
Flood Insurance Program by directing the Board of Selectmen 
to complete the eligibility application and submit the re- 
quired information to the Federal Insurance Administration. 


ARTICLE 20, To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting.

PROPOSED BUILDING CODE FOR LYME 


ARTICLE I - PURPOSES and AUTHORITY 


In accordance with New Hampshire RSA 156, the Town of Lyme hereby 
adopts the following regulations as the Building Code, for the purposes 
of preserving the public health, safety, welfare and convenience, and 
insuring that any proposed building site is reasonably safe from flood 
hazard. 


ARTICLE II - DEFINITIONS 


Applicant = means any individual, group of individuals, corporation, 
partnership, association, or any other organization of persons, including 
State and local governments and agencies thereof desiring to construct, 
assemble or erect any structure (including prefabricated or mobile homes) 
for residential, commercial, agricultural, religious or other purpose, 
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anywhere within the Town of Lyme. 


Building Inspector - shall be an officer appointed by the Selectmen 
to fulfill the duties as outlined herein, including inspection of build- 
ings, and building sites, and issuance of building permits, subject to 
final approval of the Planning Board, 


Flood or Flooding - means a general and temporary condition of par- 
tial or complete inundation of normally dry land areas from the overflow 
of streams, rivers, or other inland water. 

Flood Hazard Boundary Map or Flood Hazard Area Map = means an offi- 
cial map or plat of a community, issued or approved by the Federal In- 
surance Administrator, on which the boundaries of the flood plain and/or 
mudslide areas having special hazards have been drawn. 


Flood Plain or Flood-prone Area = means a land area adjoining a 


river, stream, watercourse, bay or lake, which is likely to be flooded. 

Flood Plain Management - means the operation of an overall program 
of corrective and preventive measures for reducing flood damage, includ- 
ing - but not limited to - emergency preparedness plans, flood control 
works, and land use and control measures, 

Floodproofing - means any combination of structural and nonstructu- 
ral additions, changes or adjustments to properties and structures which 
reduce or eliminate flood damage to lands, water and sanitary facilities, 
structures, and contents of buildings. 

Land Use and Control Measures - means zoning ordinances, subdivision 
regulations, building codes, health regulations, and other applications 
and extensions of the normal police power, to provide standards and ef- 
fective enforcement provisions for the prudent use and occupancy of 
flood-prone and mudslide areas, 

Mudslide - means a general and temporary movement down a slope of a 
mass of rock or soil, artificial fill, or a combination of these mater- 
ials, caused or precipitated by the accumulation of water on or under 
the ground. 

100 Year Flood = means the highest level of flooding that, on the 
average, is likely to occur once every 100 years (i.e., that has a 1 per- 
cent chance of occurring each year). 

Start of Construction - means the first placement of permanent con- 
struction on a site, such as the pouring of slabs or footings or any 
work beyond the stage of excavation. For a structure without a basement 
or poured footings, the start of construction includes the first perma- 
nent framing or assembly of the structure or any part thereof on its 
pilings or foundation, or the affixing of any prefabricated structure or 
mobile home to its permanent site. Permanent construction does not in- 
clude land preparation, land clearing, grading, filling, excavation for 
basement, footings, piers, or foundations; erection of temporary forms; 
the installation of piling under proposed subsurface footings; installa- 
tion of sewer, gas, and water pipes, or electric or other service lines 
from the street; or existence on the property of accessory buildings, 
such as garages or sheds not occupied as dwelling units or not a part of 
the main structure. 

Structure - means a building which is used for residential, busi- 
ness, agriculture, or religious purposes, or which is occupied by a pri- 
vate non-profit organization, or which is owned by a State or local 
government or an agency thereof. The term includes a building while in 
the course of construction, alteration, or repair, unless such material 
or supplies are within an enclosed building on the premises, 

Substantial Improvement = means any repair, reconstruction, or im- 
provement of a structure, the cost of which equals or exceeds 50 percent 
of the actual cash value of the structure either (a) before the improve- 
ment is started, or (b) if the structure has been damaged and is being 
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restored, before the damage occurred. Substantial improvement is 
started when the first alteration of any structural part of the building 
commences. 


ARTICLE III - GENERAL BUILDING REGISTRATION and 
PERMIT APPLICATION PROCEDURE 


Upon passage of this code, it shall be unlawful to start any con- 
struction in the Town of Lyme without first obtaining from the Building 
Inspector either a Building Registration or a Flood Hazard Area Building 
Permit for each proposed building or structure, according to the follow- 
ing procedure: 

1. Applicant supplies Building Inspector with location of building 
site, type of construction contemplated, and proposed starting 
date, 

2. Applicant is informed within two weeks if his proposed site is 
located in the Flood Hazard Area or not. 

3. A. If proposed building site is not within the Flood Hazard 
Area, the Building Inspector will issue a Building Registra- 
tion immediately upon receipt of Approval for Construction 
from the State Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission 
if the building is for human habitation. 

B. If proposed building site is located within a Flood Hazard 
Area, the Building Inspector will furnish the applicant with 
a copy of the provisions of this Building Code and await 
completion of a full Flood Hazard Area Building Permit Ap- 
plication (see Article IV). 


ARTICLE IV = FLOOD HAZARD AREA BUILDING PERMIT and APPLICATION 


No building permit shall be issued by the Building Inspector for any 
new construction or substantial improvement (including prefabricated and 
mobile homes) on any proposed building site which lies within the area 
delineated on the "Flood Hazard Boundary Map" of the Town of Lyme, unless 
such construction or substantial improvement: (1) is designed (or modi- 
fied) and anchored to prevent flotation, collapse or lateral movement of 
the structure; (2) uses construction materials and utility equipment 
which are resistant to flood damage; and (3) uses construction methods 
and practices which will minimize flood damage, 


ARTICLE V = APPLICATION PROCEDURE 


The following information, as well as any other information the 
Building Inspector may require, shall be submitted with the application 
for a building permit, prior to any new construction or substantial im- 
provement to any structure within the Flood Hazard Area: 


5.10 - Existing Site Information 
1. A plan bearing the seal of an engineer or surveyor registered 


with the State of New Hampshire which accurately locates the 
proposed building site with respect to the Flood Hazard Area 
Map. 

2. Contours, elevations, or profiles which show the proposed 
building site and the corresponding elevation of the 100 Year 
Flood elevation for that particular area, 

3. Location of existing structures, streets, utility lines, fill 
areas, drainage ways and other pertinent data, 


5.20 = Construction Plans 
1. A plan showing the finished grades and elevations of the pro- 
posed building site, as well as the location, levels and 
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elevations of the lowest floor of any building, including 
basement, and any proposed fill areas, If the lowest floor 
is below grade on one or more sides, the elevation above mean 
sea level of the floor immediately above must also be re- 
corded, 

2. Plans showing the location and elevation of proposed streets 
or driveways, utility lines, drainage ways, water supply and 
sewage disposal facilities, and 

3. Specifications for building construction and site improvement 
including: materials, landscaping, proposed method of water 
supply and sewage disposal, and floodproofing measures. 


5.30 - Decision 

The Building Inspector shall, within 30 days of receipt of a com- 
pleted Flood Hazard Area Building Permit Application, with the consulta- 
tion of the Planning Board, review such application and either issue or 
refuse to issue a Building Permit to the applicant. In the case of re- 
fusal to issue a permit, the Building Inspector shall return reasons for 
such refusal and may include suggestions for future compliance with pro- 
visions of this Code. 


5.40 = Resubmission 
Applicants may resubmit refused applications which have been re=- 
vised to conform to this Code's provisions. 


5.50 = Fee 

A fee determined annually by the Board of Selectmen shall accom- 
pany all submissions and resubmissions to the Building Inspector of ap- 
plications for Flood Hazard Area Building Permits. 


ARTICLE VI =- FLOODPROOFING MEASURES 


The following floodproofing measures may be required of all new con- 
struction or substantial modification on any building site within the 
Flood Hazard Area: 

1. Structures shall have the first floor or basement floor con- 

structed at or above the 100 year flood level, if known, 

2. Structures will be situated on the building site to offer the 
minimum obstruction to flood waters, 

3. Structures will be firmly anchored to resist flotation and 
lateral movement. 

4. Reinforcement of walls to resist water pressures and use of 
paints, membranes or mortars to reduce seepage of water through 
walls, 

5. Require new or replacement water supply systems and/or sanitary 
sewage systems to be designed to minimize or eliminate infil- 
tration of flood waters into the systems and discharges from 
the systems into flood waters, and require on-site waste dis- 
posal systems to be located so as to avoid impairment of them 
or contamination from them during flooding. 

6. Installation of valves or controls on sanitary drains to prevent 
back-up into structure, 

7. Installation of pumps to lower water levels in structures and 
to relieve external foundation wall flood pressures, 

8. . Location of all electrical equipment, circuits and installed 
electrical appliances in a manner which will assure they are 
not subject to flooding. 

9. Location of any structural storage facilities for chemicals, 
flammable liquids, buoyant materials of other toxic materials 
which could be hazardous to public health, safety and welfare 
at or above the 100 year flood level, if known. 
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10. Fills shall be the minimum amount necessary and shall not be 
less than one (1) foot below the 100 year flood level, if known. 


11, Fill shall be located so as to offer the minimum obstruction to 
flood waters. 


12. Fill shall be protected against erosion of “rip-rap", vegeta- 
tive cover, or other suitable method of erosion control, 


13. That all building proposals are consistent with the need to 
minimize flood damage; that all public utilities and facilities, 
such as sewer, gas, electrical and water systems are located, 
elevated, and constructed to minimize or eliminate flood 
damage; and adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce ex- 
posure to flood hazards, 


ARTICLE VII = ADMINISTRATION 


7.10 Responsibility 
The Building Inspector shall not issue Flood Hazard Area Building 
Permits without the approval of the Planning Board. 


7.20 Enforcement 

Any person or persons, or corporation who violates any provision of 
this Code may be punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars ($10.00) 
nor more than fifty dollars ($50.00) and each day's failure to comply 
with such provisions may constitute a separate violation, 


7.3C Amendments 
This Code may be amended in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 156-A, New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated. 


7.40 Validity 

If any article, section, sub-section, sentence, clause or phrase of 
this Code is for any reason held to be unconstitutional or invalid, such 
decision shall not affect the remaining portions of this Code. 


7.50 Conflict with Other Regulations 
Whenever the requirements of the Code conflict with any other duly 


adopted rules, regulations or ordinances, the more restrictive shall 
govern. 


7.60 Appeal 
Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Building Inspector may 
appeal such decision to the Superior Court, 


ARTICLE VIII - EFFECTIVE DATE 


This Code shall take effect upon its passage.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Last year the Department initiated a new system of police coverage 
which was based on a more scheduled type of operation in order to permit 
spreading a larger portion of the workload to the other officers. Ad- 
mittedly this system promised to provide somewhat less coverage at cer= 
tain times than had been the case in previous years. We will continue 
the same approach in the coming year as it is probably the best service 
we can furnish within the budget and the time restrictions of the offi- 
cers. I suspect that the most noticeable problem we have observed is 
the unwillingness on the part of many of Lyme's citizens to call the 
dispatch office and leave a message, It is a fact that the Lyme police 
phone is not manned a great deal of the time and that a call to the dis- 
patcher will usually provide a more prompt response than can be achieved 
by calling again and again the same unanswered phone. The dispatch num- 
ber is 643-2222 and the number is not restricted to emergency use, If 
the matter is important enough for you to make that call in the first 
place, then by all means follow it up with a call to the dispatcher if 
you get no answer or a recorded message at the Lyme number (795-2047). 


While not exactly faced with a crime wave, there has been a definite 
increase in burglaries of both business establishments and private homes. 
We strongly encourage anyone planning an absence from home to notify us 
and also make arrangements with a neighbor who will check the place fre- 
quently. In the past year we have made 351 checks of vacant residences 
and camps but unfortunately our activities in this area are not nearly 
as regular nor as frequent as we would like and the best protection is 
still a good neighbor. 


Beginning in January of 1974 the Town of Lyme took over the owner- 
ship of the cruiser previously owned by Tony Ryan at a cost of $1.00. 
Under the terms of an agreement between him and the Board of Selectmen 
certain expenses were to be borne by the Department and others by Ryan, 
The cruiser continued to be used frequently by Ryan for personal pur- 
poses, but of the 1974 total of 23,500 miles, 16,583 were attributable 
to town business, At most times during personal use the vehicle and 
operator remained available for emergency calls. While 1974 cost of 
operation had been budgeted at $1,600, the actual cost to the Department 
was only a bit over $1,400, or about 8%¢ per mile, far less than we had 
been paying under the old system of mileage payments.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is con- 
trolled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the New 
Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out-of- 
doors when the ground is not covered with snow must have a written per- 
mit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be kindled 
on land not owned by the person kindling the fire, then he must have the 
permission of the landowner. No outdoor fires can be kindled between 
9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless it is raining, without the additional approval 
of the District Forest Fire Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two 
decades. Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire became so dry 
in mid-August that the Governor and Council, upon the recommendation of 
the State Forester, enacted a partial woodlands closure in Sullivan, 
Cheshire, Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a complete 
woodlands closure in Strafford and Rockingham Counties, plus the Towns 
of Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in Belknap County. Through the excel- 
lent cooperation of the citizens of our State no major forest fire 
occurred at anytime during the year.

The Lyme Library is open 21 hours a week when school is in session, 
14 hours a week at other times. The McNaughton Plan, a revolving lease 
service of current adult books, has been expanded to provide 75 books. 
The State Bookmobile continues to lend about 1,000 volumes for each 3-4 
month period. 


The school library program allots half to three-quarters of an hour 
of library time each week to each child, meeting in small groups, for 
story hours, cassette tapes, film strips and Dndividual training in 
library skills. This year there has been increased emphasis on art 
appreciation and coordination of resources available at the Hopkins 
Center and those of the Library and school art classes. Students from 
the upper grades have developed a slide-tape program using the Mildred 
Taylor Memorial slides with their own poetry. 


The Lyme Natural History project under Julia O'Hara and Milada Har- 
low, and various film programs, were held at the Library during the sum- 
mer. The remainder of our Audio-Visual Project Funds have been spent 
for additions to our collection of sound filmstrips, with cassette tapes 
of Newberry Award and other outstanding children's books. We now have 
thirteen programs, All new records are being put on cassette tapes for 
circulation. A new file cabinet has been purchased. 


Geneva Menge, the librarian, is at present working toward a Master's 
degree in Library Science from the University of Rhode Island, taking 
extension courses at the University of New Hampshire, Durham campus, 


As a feature of our celebration of Library Week, Luane Cole organ- 
ized a very interesting exhibit on the history of the Lyme Library. 
Vernone Mitchell has completed the shelf list of adult non-fiction, The 
Friends of the Library have met frequently for mending and processing 
books and to coordinate volunteer work at the desk and the delivery of 
books to shut-ins, 


The Library continues to suffer from lack of space. A survey of 
the Library property was made, The Building Fund is growing slowly with 
the help of interested friends and the proceeds of a book sale, organ- 
ized by Abbie McLaughlin, and held at the Firemen's Fair. We wish to 
extend special thanks to Rae Welch for her service as consultant and to 
Roger and Arlene Rich and Miss Gladys Gaylord for the large numbers of 
books they contributed. 


The Lyme Center Branch Library, in the home of Miss Gladys Gaylord, 
is officially open one hour a week, with Julia Elder as librarian, The 
kindergarten children come at this time. At other times, Miss Gaylord 
will assist anyone wishing to use the library. 
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A notice of the need of a typewriter, inserted in the Lyme Church 
News, brought three generous offers. The office typewriter and table 
donated by Donald Penfield was chosen as the best for our needs, and we 
thank all who offered help so promptly. We also wish to thank all the 
volunteers who help keep the Library running, the Home Demonstration 
Group and the Utility Club for their gifts, and in particular all those 


who have given Memorial Gifts.

LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


Annual Committee Report 
1974 


The services of the Lyme Home Health Agency are available to all 
Lyme Residents for skilled home nursing care, physical therapy, health 
education, and disease prevention. During 1974 the nurse, Mrs. Roger 
Jenks, made 657 visits to 148 individuals, very nearly the same figures 
as last year. These visits included bedside nursing, treatments, health 
maintenance, health counseling and referrals, and reassurance to all 
ages. We encourage townspeople to consider these home services in help- 
ing to reduce the length of hospital stay and the cost of health care, 


The Well Child Clinics, run jointly with the Orford Community 
Health Service, had a total of 286 visits, 149 of which were by 63 in- 
dividual Lyme children. These clinics, free to all Lyme, Orford and 
Piermont children up to six years of age, offer physical examinations; 
immunizations; nutritional, dental and safety counseling; vision and 
hearing testing; and simple laboratory tests. They are partially funded 
by the State of New Hampshire, and use physicians from the Hitchcock 
Clinic and the Lyme Medical Associates, 


Activities during 1974 included the following: 

The Lyme Home Health Agency was recertified by the Medicare Admini- 
stration. We continue to meet their standards and receive reimbursement 
for visits to those registered with the Medicare program. 


An Adult Health Screening was held in May for Lyme, Orford and 
Piermont. This was attended by 83 people, 75% from Lyme. 


A special dental clinic was held, sponsored by the State of New 
Hampshire. 
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A brochure about the agency was printed with the Robert Young 
memorial funds. Special thanks to Trina Hyman for the sketch she made 
and her help in selecting paper and ink. 


We acquired new and needed nursing equipment, an ongoing process. 


Outside people were invited to meetings of the Committee to share 
information. These included the Town Health Officer. 


The evaluation of the Agency was done by the Committee, now an 
annual event. 


Outside meetings and workshops were attended by the Nurse and Com- 
mittee members, 


The Lyme Home Health Agency is a member of the National League for 
Nursing, and the Community Health Care Association of New Hampshire. 
Elvie O'Hara, for several years, has been an important member of nursing 
committees at the State level. Ed Merrell is serving on a regional 
steering committee for implementing Homemaker/Home Health Aide service. 
We appreciate the time and energy these and the other committee members 
give to improve the quality of home care given in our town and through- 
out the state. 


The Agency office is in the Library basement, and is open Tuesdays 
and Thursdays 9-12 (795-2661). Mrs. Talbert Bacon is the Clerk. Calls 
can also be made to the nurse, Ruth Jenks, at her home early in the 
morning at 795-2176,

LYME PLANNING BOARD 


Annual Report for 1974 


During the past year the Planning Board held ten regular meetings, 
several special meetings, and two public hearings. 


A special committee was appointed to assist the Planning Board in 
working with the Town on long-term goals and plans. A questionnaire was 
prepared and distributed to Town residents calling for statements as to 
how we feel about our Town and what we'd like our Town to become. There 
was a good response, with over 30% of the voters returning question- 
naires. The overwhelming consensus of opinion was that Lyme is a good 
place to live because it is small, rural and friendly and that the Town 
should "stay the way it is". 


The Committee will soon complete an analysis of the present situa- 
tion of the Town (present land use pattern, road system, soil conditions, 
slopes, present and projected population, tax base, etc.). This informa- 
tion will be presented at a public meeting with a view to sparking dis- 
cussion on where we go from here, The goal is the development of a com- 
prehensive plan to help guide the growth of the Town; a plan designed to 
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coordinate the Town's present situation with the hopes and wishes of all 
of us for the future of the Town. There will also be discussion of the 
various legal steps we can take as a Town to implement the plan. 


In September the Board unanimously denied an application for sub- 
division of land on West Street into six lots ranging in size from 
2 acres to 3.6 acres. The Board considered the application very care- 
fully and denied it because of the condition of the Town roads which 
lead from Route 10 to the lots. The roads are adequate for present 
traffic; but with the increase in traffic caused by the subdivision, 
they would be inadequate and would have to be upgraded at very great ex= 
pense to the Town, The landowners appealed the decision to the New 
Hampshire Superior Court and have asked the Court to overrule the Board. 
The matter is now pending.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission has had a few advances in 1974 and one 
regretable reverse. The latter was our decision to give up the re- 
cycling day each month. The contributing factors were the difficulty of 
finding volunteer drivers with trucks during the winter months and the 
small percentage of the Town's population that took advantage of the 
opportunity. Our thanks go to Miss Rae Welch and Mrs, Jean McIntyre who 
organized the re-cycling during the year, 


On the plus side the Commission "published" a small edition of a 
booklet prepared by Mrs. Horton of the rare and endangered species of 
plants that might be found in Lyme. These booklets were distributed to 
interested people in the hope that the presence of any of these plants 
in the town could be noted and mapped for future conservation action, 


The surveying of the boundaries of future easement areas progressed 
a bit further. Since surveying can best be done in the early spring or 
late fall when the leaves are off the trees but the weather is chancey 
on weekends it is difficult to get a surveying crew together. However, 
one section is finished, 


The Commission gave financial assistance to the Volunteer Environ- 
mental Aides who had been running an excellent teaching program for 
which funds had not been made available through the school.

The communities participating in the ambulance service have agreed 
to significant changes in financing. Most of the change is necessitated 
by the withdrawal of Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital from the staffing 
of the service, The cost of five fire department personnel is being 
charged to the ambulance service. In 1974 the cost of only three 
employees was charged. In addition the base service rate will be in- 
creased to $50, a mileage charge will be initiated within the district, 
and each community will pay all outstanding accounts. 
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REPORT OF THE LYME YOUTH COUNSELORS 


We took over the duties of youth counselor the first of September. 
Rather than one of us taking on the job alone, we felt that we could 
work most effectively as a couple. After obtaining the approval of the 
Selectmen for this arrangement, and Tom's appointment as juvenile proba- 
tion officer, we looked into what services and programs are available 
for youth in the area. It is important for us to be aware of any oppor- 
tunity that might benefit troubled youths, and it is also important that 
the other helping agencies are aware of and have a trust in us. To this 
end we have spent a good deal of time meeting with school guidance coun- 
selors, the probation department, court officers, and people from the 
mental health center, among others. 


Even more important than establishing relationships with other agen- 
cies, is establishing relationships with the teenagers themselves. We 
have tried this fall to be active in as many of their functions as we 
could. This included chaperoning several dances and helping to run the 
recreation night two nights a week. We have set up Wednesday afternoons 
from 3-5:30 to be available at the selectmen's office to talk with 
parents or teenagers on a one to one basis. 


At this writing we are scheduled to talk with each eighth grader 
about his plans for high school. We feel it is important that some con- 
tinuity be provided for the transition to high school. The plan we are 
working out with Lyme's school administration, and with help from the 
high school guidance departments, should provide just that, 


We have had a great deal of help from the Mental Health Center in 
designing and starting a drug program for teenagers in Lyme. We would 
both like to express our thanks for the help given us by the youth com-= 
mittee, the mental health center, and numerous others in town, and to 
invite both adults and teenagers to become involved with us in develop- 
ing some really good programs for Lyme.

The committee first considered the need for a municipal building, 
and its functions. The safe storage of Town records is the highest 
priority, with offices and meeting places for the Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Tax Collector, Home Health Agency, and possibly other functions, not far 
behind. 


The following sites, after several other suggestions, were con= 
sidered the most viable: 


Addition to the Fire Station - This is the cheapest, most easily 
achieved solution, but it would present parking problems, and there is a 
question if ultimately it would be big enough, as garaging for addi- 
tional emergency equipment will soon be necessary. The committee also 
questions whether this would be in character with what the people want 
for their "Town Hall". 


Addition to the Library - Both in location and architectural charac- 
ter, the committee feels a small addition to the south of the present 
building would be feasible, The Library needs the space now occupied by 
the Selectmen and the Home Health Agency. If the town does not want to 
build the whole addition now, a cellar could be excavated for the Town 
records, with the idea of constructing the superstructure for offices 
and meeting places at some future date, In the meantime the Library 
would continue to be overcrowded. 


Although there are a number of problems which will have to be worked 
out, it is felt by the committee that the Library site offers, perhaps, 
the most ideal solution for a municipal building. It will probably be 
more costly than the other possibilities and a careful exploration of the 
availability of funds, including Federal, will have to be made. 


Present School Site - There is a possibility of incorporating the 
municipal offices in the proposed addition to the school, Until more is 
known about the plans for school expansion, and the effects upon the site, 
no comparative estimate can be made of possible cost of this plan. 


The Academy Building in Lyme Center = Use of the Academy Building 


was discussed favorably, but it raises the question of where to house the 
kindergarten, and costs of renovation are problematical, 


In conclusion, the committee feels that any further studies of a 
municipal building are so closely related to the future plans of the 
school, a joint effort should be made to resolve both problems. However, 
once a decision has been made as to the location of a Municipal Building, 
no time should be lost in excavation for a storage place for Town 
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records, even though construction of offices has to be delayed. 
The committee further feels that whatever is done in the way of 
providing a building, should be done with the future of Lyme in mind, 


and should reflect the pride of the citizens in their community.

He said he felt that this year's school budget was a re- 
sponsible one and if it had not been for the added tuition we would not 
have had the large increase and also not having any Federal Aid, 


It was asked to have the School Board give a report as to where we are 
spending our money and explain as Gib Cornwell did tonight, for another 
year.

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LYME SCHOOL BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 


The Principal, Staff, Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent 
are continually evaluating the Lyme School program and making changes in 
textbooks and learning kits on a yearly basis in an effort to make the 
learning experience more interesting and, therefore, more rewarding for 
the children. 


Last Spring, members of the teaching staff, aides, Lyme residents, 
one member of the School Board and the Assistant Superintendent started 
the long and tedious task of drawing up plans for the Staff Development 
program for Lyme School. The plan was approved by the School Board in 
January and forwarded to the State Board of Education for final approval. 
Under the Staff Development Plan, all teachers will present their plans 
for educational improvement to the Staff Development Committee who will 
evaluate them individually as to educational value and value to the 
school district. 


In the past year we have had problems with the heating system in 
the Laura Barnes building. Hopefully we can correct the problem, which 
appears to be our hard water supply, by installing a water softener. 


Last year we reported to you that Lyme would be required by law to 
pay the full amount of tuition charged by any approved high school, Our 
tuition costs increased substantially this year, and we are planning for 
another increase in next year's budget. However, all indications show a 
leveling off after next year, 


We are continuing efforts to expand the reading program to cover 
all grades. It appears that we must try to give additional reading 
assistance beyond the fourth grade level in order that those children 
with reading problems can maintain a continual growth pattern, 


The School Board wishes to thank everyone who helped construct the 
reading room. The reading room provides the opportunity for the reading 
instructor to work with students on a one-to-one basis. Individual 
assistance allows both teacher and student to concentrate on that parti- 
cular student's problem and to monitor the student's progress more easily 
than would be possible with group sessions. 


The Lyme School Planning Committee has submitted recommendations to 
the School Board for an expanded program which would give Lyme students 
a broader education and offer them a program similar to that provided 
surrounding schools. (See School Planning Committee Report following) 


The Lyme School Board wishes to thank our Superintendent, Assistant 
Superintendent and our Business Administrator for their continued inter- 
est in the Lyme School program and the general maintenance problems.

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REPORT OF 
THE LYME SCHOOL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The Lyme School Planning Committee has continued during the 1974-75 
year to address the issue of the present and future curriculum and facil- 
ities available to our seventh and eighth grade students. We organized 
our study around the following questions: 


1. What school program requirements in terms of specific subjects, 
services, and staff do we need and want in order to provide a 
responsible and adequate comprehensive program for 7th and 8th 
grade? What are the costs of such a program? 


2. What space and other facilities are necessary to meet the re- 
quirements of an improved program? What is necessary to meet 
these needs and what cost is involved? 


3. What other options exist as alternatives to an improved 7th and 
8th grade program in Lyme? What is the cost comparison of these 
options? 


The committee began by assessing our own 7th and 8th grade program 
offerings and facilities. These were then compared with those of other 
nearby schools. 


Meetings were held with the Lyme staff in order to understand their 
professional opinions, needs, and recommendations. Subsequently the 
principal and two teachers were incorporated into the committee in an 
advisory capacity. 


From these meetings and visits, the committee agreed on recommenda- 
tions for an improved 7th and 8th grade program, and an estimate of the 
space requirements for and cost of such a program, 


The committee next considered alternatives to a 7th and 8th grade 
program in Lyme - namely tuitioning our students to the nearby schools 
mentioned above. 


The committee concluded that the children of our community MUST re- 
ceive from us a well rounded, comprehensive educational experience AT 
LEAST equal to that being offered now and in the future in local sur- 
rounding schools, and reflected by our own recommendations. It is clear 
to the committee that we are NOT offering an adequate 7th and 8th grade 
program, and further, because of SEVERELY LIMITED SPACE, we are UNABLE 
to make the best and most efficient use of money. In fact, it has become 
sadly obvious that program and space limitations often result in an 
under-use of invested money, present staff, and equipment. 


Therefore, we recommended to the School Board in October 1974 that 
they and the community undertake to renovate the middle school and build 
an addition to the Barnes School. 


We recommend this option over the alternative of tuitioning our 
children to another school for the following reasons: 


1. With an improved program and expanded facilities, we can provide

We recognize that by maintaining our own /7th and 8th grade pro- 
gram in L » we as a community retain control over our educa-~ 
tional offerings and school budget, 


By improving the program and facilities as recommended, our tax 
money will GO BEYOND the 7th and 8th grades to benefit the en- 
tire K=-8 program, Other grades will be able to utilize such 
facilities as an art area, resource center, and remediation 
areas which they, too, are in desperate need of to make best 
use of the present program K-6, By having such a facility here 
in town, it is realistic to assume that other community groups 
would use the building during after school hours. 


We want to keep the money that could go into tuition and trans- 
portation to another town HERE IN LYME to build and maintain a 
facility HERE, 


The committee is presently working at translating proposed program 
and space changes into limited plans. We are also investigating federal 
and state funding programs, 


The committee feels heavily indebted to the School Board and Super- 
intendent Edwards for much helpful guidance and advice during this past 


year.
